. ae ram HE Worldwide Bible 
i ae ‘ Reading program of 
the American Bible Soci- 
ety has followed an up- 
ward curve for the past 
| fourteen years. ‘The one 
exception in this curve 
was a leveling off in the 
number of bookmarks 
distributed in 1957. The 
reason for this is un- 
doubtedly the increased reproduction of the reading 
schedule in the religious and secular press, thus de- 
creasing the need for quantity distribution. 

Individual requests, however, at the New York 
office were higher than ever before because of the 
television, radio, magazine and newspaper announce- 
ments offering the bookmark to those who cared to 
write. An examination of some of the statistics re- 
veals an overwhelming result in the area of public 
relations. 

An eight-picture story of people reading the Scrip- 
tures, entitled ‘‘All God’s Children,” by United Press, 
and a pictorial release by the Hearst Pre-date Service 
received wide news coverage. In addition to this, 
Associated Press, N.E.A. and Central Press sent the 
story and Bible reading list to all their member news- 
papers. A cautious estimate reveals a coverage by ap- 
proximately 5,000 newspapers and magazines reach- 
ing more than 40,000,000 readers. One of the most 
gratifying results of this Bible-reading emphasis is 
its growth around the world. Thirty-six thousand 
posters and a million bookmarks were shipped from 
the United States to all the foreign Agencies and sister 
Societies. In addition to this, thousands of the posters 
and bookmarks were printed in the languages of the 
countries. 

In Thailand, for example, the Bangkok municipal 
government permitted the display of the Bible posters 
in public places. Many leading bookstores and news- 
stands had Bible displays and the program was an- 
nounced on radio and television. ‘Two leading 
newspapers, Stam Roth (Thai) and Bangkok Post 
(English) carried the Bible-reading lists in significant 
places. 

Bible Day in Brazil has become a significant event. 
In Sao Paulo last December, in a Bible Day mass 
meeting, thirty thousand people blocked part of the 
eight-lane thoroughfare passing through the city. 
Two planes of the Brazilian Air Force scattered two 
million leaflets advertizing the meeting. Music was

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provided by a two-hundred-piece band from the 
Assemblies of God and a quartette from the Russian 
Baptist Church. At the singing of the closing hymn 
thousands of Bibles were held high in praise to God. 
Since the theme of this year’s Bible Day was “‘Now 
in 1,100 Tongues,” one church in Bolivia set a goal of 
two hundred dollars for every language. In American 
dollars this would mean $221,800, but the Bolivian 
dollar has been so depreciated in value that 200 
Bolivian dollars actually equal only 2% cents. It must 
be remembered, however, that such a sum, small as it 
may be, means a real sacrifice to some of the poorer 
people of Bolivia who earn only fifty cents (U.S. 
currency) for a day’s work. Since this amount Of 
$221,800 Bolivian dollars was given by a relatively 
small congregation, it meant that the average gift 
was equal to one day’s work. And so in Japan, 
Korea, India, the Congo, Liberia, Egypt, Greece and 
many other countries, Bible-reading and Bible- 
sharing was emphasized. From person to person, 
family to family, friend to friend, wherever there is 
love and concern for others and the Living Word, the 
little bookmark continues to be a bond of love, a 
declaration of faith and a circulating testimony that 
the Bible lives in the lives of people everywhere.

One day some missionaries working with the 
[arascan Indians in Mexico were conducting their 
amily devotions in English. Bernabé, one of the 
ndians in the house, asked them, ‘‘What are you 
loing?” 

“We are praying,’ was the reply, “Oh”, he said, 
‘you are reciting’; for the words sounded so much like 
he repetitious Latin liturgy he had heard in the 
athedral. 

The missionaries tried to explain, but Bernabé 
ould not understand. Finally they said, ‘We are 
ust talking with God. That’s all, just talking to God.” 
To which Bernabé immediately exclaimed, “Please 
alk to God in my language so I may listen in.” 
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These two scenes from first-century Ephesus and 
twentieth-century Mexico condense the 2,000-year 
drama of a Book—a drama that reaches across the 
centuries because it is the story of the Bible—The 
Book ‘That Lives. 

This is no mere metaphor arising from pious state- 
ments about the Bible. It is a genuine description of 
not only how the Bible came to men, but how it con- 
tinues to come and to speak today. u 

Every book of the Bible—whether the historical 
record of a scribe, a warning from a prophet, a song of 
the Psalmist, the story of the Good News, or a letter 
to a church—was written as men of God, moved by 
His Spirit, responded to the unmet needs of peoples’ 
lives—as those of self-complacent dwellers in Jeru- 
salem, discouraged captives in Babylon, young con- 
verts nourishing the tender roots of their faith and life 
in a pagan civilization or persecuted believers scat- 
tered throughout the ancient world. 

It is The Book That Lives because it tells how the 
Word of the Living God spoke to men in living 
historical situations and how that truth in some sense 
or another became personal truth. 

It is The Book That Lives because it tells how that 
Word of God became living flesh in the person of 
Jesus and revealed the way for the Christian com- 
munity to walk, the truth to believe and the life tolive. 

It is The Book That Lives because through the 
years it has introduced Jesus, the Word of Life, to 
people where they live—market place, village, farm, 
home, hospital, oasis, caravan, river boat, field, work- 
shop or pilgrim journey. 
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Tea House Along an Indian Road

wis is Andreas Din, formerly a 

Mohammedan priest. Before he be- 
came a Christian, Andreas was in charge 
of a large Moslem temple in South 
India. One day, while he was a patient 
in a mission hospital, he overheard an 
evangelist preaching in the hospital. ‘The 
earnestness of the man and his message 
haunted him for days afterwards. Andreas 
was surprised and pleased when the 
evangelist visited him in the ward and 
prayed for his recovery. He was even 
more surprised when he learned that the evangelist 
was a former Mohammedan. 

After Andreas was discharged from the hospital, he 
secretly purchased a New Testament. When some of 
the staunch Moslems discovered that their priest was 
reading daily from a New Testament, they drove him 
out of the city. 

“The shame and degradation of that experience,” 
he said later, “‘I could not have borne alone. The 
Lord helped me, even as He promised in His Word.” 

After his conversion he boldly returned to the same 
city he had served as a Mohammedan priest. In order 
to support himself he opened a tea stall near a 
crowded bus stop in the bazaar. Andreas decided that 
his would be the finest-flavored tea, with an ample 
amount of undiluted milk and clean sugar. 

Near the tea stall is a railway crossing where all 
buses and trucks must stop. While the bus waits for 
the train to pass, “Tea and the Word of God—all for 
2 annas,”’ he calls as he enters the bus crowded with

people and luggage. With his portable 
tea tray he makes his way through 
the bus. 

“This Gospel tells you the secret of 
life. It promises you peace and joy. The 
secret of life is contained here in this 
Gospel. It is nice to drink tea; but he 
who drinketh of His Word shall never 
thirst,’ he continues, as he waits for 
them to finish sipping their tea. And the 
expression of inward peace and gladness 
in his own life are unmistakable. 

The Rev. Ernest Hahn, a missionary working) 
among Mohammedans, states that Andreas sells on| 
the average 400 Gospel Portions each month. It 
is difficult to keep him supplied with sufficient Scrip- 
ture Portions. | 

Several years ago Andreas married a convert. They; 
named their first son “‘Gift of God.” In faith the; 
couple work courageously together. 

Occasionally someone in the bus rudely asks! 
Indreas: ‘How can you possibly do this—you who; 
served us as a Moslem priest? Aren’t you ashamed?” —} 

‘“Ashamed? No. I am gloriously happy. I never 
dreamed life could be so full of joy. I wonder how I] 
ever was able to live without Christ. I want you to 
know Him too,” he tells his inquirers. 

As the first missionary convert, Andreas has become 
a well known figure, and is winning the respect of the 
villagers. He is one of the many faithful distributors 
of the Bible Society who brings the message of the good 
news of Jesus to travelers along the Indian road.

Missionaries from abroad number more than six 
hundred. Full-time pastors and evangelists are well 
over 2,500, and there are at least 1,200 Bible women 
and deaconesses. These groups now have 36 Bible- 
training schools and seminaries. The total adult 
church membership exceeds 1,400,000, according to 
the best available data. This includes the large 
Philippine Independent Church. 

In this living historical situation there is a growing 
conviction that the work of the Bible House is not the 
concern of just one group, but that of the whole 
Christian community. As a result the Advisory 
Council of the Philippine Bible House inaugurated a 
new membership campaign, and although the offer- 
ings and gifts were not large, they gave an indication 
of a greater participation on the part of the Church. 

Through the help of the officials of the Philippine 
Federation of Christian Churches a radio broadcast 
of the Daily Bible Readings in Tagalog, Ilocano and 
Cebuano is now on the air each week. Stations DZAS 
in Manila and DYSR in Dumaguete have given 
generous air-time to this project. Negotiations are 
being made with other stations in the Bicol, Western 
Visayas and Northern Mindanao areas. This in turn 
stimulated so much interest in the Bible-reading lists

It’s on the 
coffee table.” Mary Jane, 
managing with a little dif- 
ficulty to tear off the wrap- 
pings, said excitedly as she 
pressed her finger tips over 
the Braille title, “It’s the new booklet “Our Bible— 
How It Came to Us.’”’ The following Friday night 
Mary Jane had charge of devotions at the Junior 
Methodist Youth Fellowship meeting. From the 
booklet she had prepared a nice article, which was 
well received, and Mary Jane was later requested by 
the Sunday-school superintendent to present it again 
at Sunday school. 

Blind from birth, Mary Jane is an honor student at 
a public school in Chicago, where she has almost all 
her classes with sighted pupils. She turns in all her 
homework, typewritten, to her sighted class teacher. 
She goes to gym twice a week; loves baseball and 
enjoys swimming; and this spring will take up roller 
skating. She reads rapidly; loves to read to her friends. 

When she was seven years old, she received her 
Braille Bible, and the Bible Society has also supplied 
her with a Braille Concordance, with which she 
spends long periods just looking up words and then 
all the references. When in her Sunday-school class 
there is a Bible quiz, her hand is often the first raised 
to answer the questions. At eight years of age she 
started taking Braille piano lessons, memorizes all of 
her music. 

She always takes a book to read when she goes to 
bed; often it is the Psalms. Sometimes she will take 
one of her borrowed books from the library, such as 
Little Women.” 

Alvin B. Svehla lost his sight about eight years ago. 
Four months later he became a Christian and since 
that time has devoted most of his time to helping 
both the blind and the sighted. He enjoys the ad- 
venture of being in a completely strange place and 
meeting new people. He is a weekly visitor to hospitals 
and to many homes of the sick, often reading the 
Scriptures from his Braille Bible or sharing with 
others God’s Word on his Talking Book records.

Scriptures in foreign lands, 
where often the Bible is the 
only book available in 
Braille; and the sightless, 
too, must have the Word of 
God in the language that 
they speak and can under- 
stand. 

A recent letter froma U. 
S. Army Chaplain read, 
“In a German hospital near 
our post there is a wing set 
aside for refugees from Com- 
munist countries. One of 
these men is a Russian who 
will no doubt be there the 
rest of his life. He is now 
blind and also an invalid. I would like to ask how 
we might go about getting some Portion of Braille 
Scriptures for this man. He speaks several languages 
and reads English in Braille. I will appreciate any 
help you might give.’ Needless to say, no time was 
wasted in filling this request. 

As the Bible Society rounds out its 123rd year in 
providing the embossed Scriptures to those in physi- 
cal darkness, reaching a total of well over a half 
million volumes in forty-two languages, there is cause 
for rejoicing; but there are many needs still to be met, 
and we must press forward more rapidly than in the 
past. In the words of the Psalmist, “‘For with thee is 
the fountain of life: in thy light shall we see light.” 

Last year in response to many calls from the sight- 
less and the deaf-blind, the Braille Scriptures were 
sent out to those who read with their fingertips in 
English, French, Spanish, Portuguese, German, 
Greek, Italian, Hebrew, Arabic, Armenian, ‘Curkish, 
Korean, Japanese, Hindi and Burmese. 

From a gracious lady came this note of apprecia- 
tion: ‘‘I often wish that there were a way to thank all 
the thousands of people who help the blind to live a 
full life. I have been blind for twelve years and am 
deeply grateful to all who have had a part in provid- 
ing for us the Braille Bible. It is nice to have all 20 
volumes at my bedside.” 

Blindness knows no age. A senior in high school ex- 
presses his gratitude in this way: ‘‘First, I would like 
you all to know of the wonderful help that my Braille 
Bible has given me over the past two years. I have 
both the Old and the New Testaments. It taught me 
of the love that God has toward us. It has given me 
strength. It has taught me that we should love one 
another as brothers. Also it has taught me that we 
must not condemn those people who sin. But that we 
must help them to get back on the right road again.”

The Rev. James A. Weeks appointed Secretary 
of Bible Lands Agency, North 


n February 15 the Reverend James A. Weeks 
Ofjoinea the staff of the American Bible Society as 
Secretary for the Bible Lands Agency, North with 
headquarters in Beirut, Lebanon. Mr. Weeks will fill 
the position made vacant by the death of F. Lyman 
MacCallum in 1955. 

The Society’s work in this Agency, which is carried 
on jointly with the British and Foreign Bible Society, 
covers Turkey, Greece, Lebanon, Syria, Jordan, 
Iraq and Eastern Arabia. 

Mr. Weeks comes to the Bible Society from the 
First Nazarene Church in Fort Wayne, Indiana, 
where he has been the pastor for three years. He ob- 
tained an A.B. degree from Olivet Nazarene College 
of Kankakee, Illinois as a Philosophy Major and his 
B.D. degree from Nazarene Theological Seminary of 
Kansas City, Missouri, with majors in Bible and 
Theology. He was ordained as an elder in the Church 
of the Nazarene in 1949. 

Before entering the Christian ministry, Mr. Weeks 
had extensive experience in business. This back- 
ground training will be useful in the work of the 
Bible Society, which involves a large printing program 
in the Middle East. 

The Bible Society’s work in its Bible Lands Agency, 
North was started in 1827. The circulation averages 
around 150,000 volumes each year, with a total dis- 
tribution of nearly 8,000,000 copies since the estab- 
lishment of the Agency.

that the first printing of 100,000 was nearly exhausted 
at year’s end. 

Through retreats and seminars for Christian 
workers the rediscovery of Scripture distribution as 
the best and yet simple method of winning people to 
Christ and into the fellowship of the church was 
emphasized. ‘To 3,450 officers and responsible church 
leaders representing 230 churches were sent stories in 
leaflet form from the book ‘‘The Bible in World 
Evangelism.” ‘These are to be followed with a Gospel 
Portion in the dialect or language used by these 
officers, together with a leaflet on how to present the 
Portion to their neighbor-friends. These sets of in- 
structions are in seven dialects, including English and 
Chinese arranged in parallel columns.

March Meeting of the Board 


The Board of Managers met at the 
Bible House on Thursday, March 6, 1958, 
President Daniel Burke in the Chair. 

Devotional exercises were conducted 
by Dr. Eric M. North. 

The death of Mr. Willis Holyoake 
Booth, a member of the Board of Mana- 
gers, was reported, and the following 
Memorial Minute was adopted by a ris- 
ing vote:

Willis Holyoake Booth was elected 
as a member of the Board of Mana- 
gers on December 6, 1951 and im- 
mediately placed on the Finance 
Committee. By his death on Febru- 
ary 21, 1958 at the age of eighty-four 
years the Society has lost a wise 
counselor and devoted friend. 

Born in 1874 in Winnemucca, 
Nevada, and graduating from the 
University of California in 1897, he 
engaged in business and banking in 
Los Angeles before coming to New 
York in 1918 with his wife, Chancie 
Ferris Booth, whom he married in 
January 1899. He became a vice 
president of the Guaranty Trust 
Company until he retired in 1941, 
was president of the International 
Chamber of Commerce, 1923-25, 
and was honorary president of the 
latter at his death. Six governments 

- decorated him for his wide interna- 
tional interests. He was a director 
and member of the executive and 
finance committees of the Interna- 
tional Business Machines Corpora- 
tion and attended their meetings 
regularly up to the day of his death. 
He was a trustee of the Solomon R. 
Guggenheim Foundation and the 
National Institute of Social Sciences. 

A devoted member of the Protes- 
tant Episcopal Church, he served 
for many years as a vestryman of 
Trinity Church in New York and 
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attended church regularly while in 
New York or away from home. 

The Society is deeply grateful for 
the interest he has shown in its 
worldwide activity and for his oft- 
repeated desire to be helpful in its 
great work of translating, publishing 
and distributing the Good News of 
the Gospel to all mankind. 


The Board approved for publication the 
Gospel of Mark in Aguacateco; Galatians, 
Ephesians, Philippians and the Pastoral 
Epistles in Anuak; Romans through Reve- 
lation in Beti; Romans in Cuna (San Blas); 
New Testament in Haitian Creole; Gospel 
of Mark in Tlapaneco; and the revised 
text of the Moré New Testament. 


It was reported that 10,000 copies of the © 


Gospel of John were delivered to the Billy 
Graham Campaign Committee for distri- 
bution at the meetings in Mexico City.

Philadelphia’s 31st 
Educational Week 
for the Blind. The

Chatten, a member of the Association’s ex- 
ecutive committee presented the award to 
Miss Barrett ‘‘for distinguished service in 
the field of Rehabilitation and education of 
the Sightless’’. 

In accepting the award, Miss Barrett 
said in part: “‘It is a wonderful thing each 
year to observe educational week for the 
Blind but it is not strange that Philadelphia 
should be the first in that field. The Over- 
brook School for the Blind is one of the 
earliest in the country as is the Free Library 
for the Blind and the Home Teaching So- 
ciety.” 

The American Bible Society began its 
work for the Blind in 1835 with the printing 
of the first Bible in the Line Letter System 
for the sightless, and has published the 
Scriptures in each new system of reading 
for the Blind as it came in to use.
